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Background Note: This collection was transferred from the Academy of Health Sciences at Fort Sam 
Houston in 1991. Given the presentation text and clinical subject matter, these slides were likely an 
instructional series used at Brooke Army Medical Center (BAMC) in the late 1940s through the 1950s. 
This material appears to be a very small percentage of a much larger collection of training slides. 

Series/Scope and Content Note: This collection is arranged based on information written on the slides: 
different numeric "sets" and then by slide number within the sets. The slide number ranges are not 
inclusive, as not every slide in that range is present. The total number of slides is included in 
parentheses. It is clear that the sets were once much larger and many slides are missing but topics are 
still discernable and a few number ranges are intact.
